TORONTO, Nov. 13.—With only 
three more days of the Victory loan 
campaign, Canada is still over a hun- 
dred million short of the $500,000,000 
she set out to attain, the total report- 
ed to date being $390,705,200, Com- 
pared with last year's record for the 
same period, $264,452,550, it may, 
however, be considered fairly satis- 
factory. The province of Ontario, 
with $198,894,650 subscribed as 
against $138,572,500 last year, has 
over fifty millions to get before the 
end of the week. Toronto was rather 
a disappointment today, dropping 
from seven millions of the day before 
to $3,152,750, which makes the city’s 
total $76,958,200 Ontario's contribu- 
tions today were $12,679,800.

The ‘flu epidemic is still going 
strong in Edmonton. While the 
jnumber of deaths each day is be- 
|low the maximum it is still high 
pom to indicate a most serious 
| condition. Unfortunately the num- 
| ber of deaths on Tuesday showed | 
an increase over those of Monday. | 
How far this increase was due to 
the fact that 25 cases known to} 
| the relief organizations were with- 
out attention on Monday and Mon 
day night because of the impossi- | 
bility of getting nursing help can- 
not be definitely known, But it is 
known that life often depends on | 
care given at the critical moment,’ 
as well as upon care given in the 
earlier stages of the sicknéss. 

The rapid and general spread of 
the disease carried it beyond the 
power of the established nursing 
profession to care for it within a 
few days of its appearance, There 
had to be voluntary assistance 
both for nursing the sick and 
jearing for the families in which 
sickness had occurred, The appeal 
for help was responded to nobly. 
Nursing and relief organizations 
were established throughout the 
city. Noble, self-sacrificing women 
and men gave freely of their time 
and energy and means, and risked 
—and in too many cases lost—their 
lives in facing the infection. The 
| battle has been on for weeks. It 
is still on, While there are fewer 
new eases each day than there 
were in the earlier stages of the 
}epidemie that does not yet mean 
that there are fewer cases which 
| require helpful attention, or that | 
lives are not in danger for lack of 
such attention. The need of nurses 
and nursing is still great—practi- 
eally as great as it has been. 

While the need of help is as 
great as ever, help is not now} 
available as it was in the earlier | 
stages of the epidemic. Nursing is |

most trying work. Especially un- | 


derconditions....in...whieh-whele 
families were suffering, where no 
preparation for illness had been 
made, nor was any preparation 
possible, and where the work was | 
|so urgent that necessary rest could 
not be taken by the nurses employ- | 
ed. Both professional and volun- | 
}teer nurses are in large measure |

jers are needed if conditions are to 
| be met as becomes a modern city 
and a Christian people. 

That the. disease has passed its 
peak is probably true. This might | 
well inspire the effort to clear it 
up with the same credit to all con- | 
‘cerned as at the opening of the 
| battle. In addition is the almost | 
| assurance to the helper who starts 
in today that the end is in sight. 
| Unfortunately when the pressure | 
lof extreme urgency is removed| 
there is a tendency to let matters 
| drift, This should not be. The dis- 
ease is still claiming a terrible toll 
of lives in both city and country. 
There is still suffering and loss of 
life for lack of attention that might 
| be saved. It is to be hoped that 
| having fought so hard a battle for 
so long the good people of Edmon- 
ton will not fail in the work of 
helping each other until the dis- 
ease has at least been reduced 
within the limits that will enable} 
it to be dealt with by the ordinary | 
means.

Instructions Regarding Care 
of Sick Persons 
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_ Since thousands of people are nursing influenza patients 
in the province, the following instructions will be of value: 


1—FFPI"H AIR is the most essential requisite to tho, 
comfort and. well-being of patients, no matter 
how ill. 


2.-REST in bed for three davs after fever has gone 
is urged to prevent complications. 


| 
8—-PNEUMONIA CASES should not be kept in the 
same room with uncomplicated influenza cases. 


4—NOURISHING FOOD at regular intervals. 
5—Plenty of WATER or lemonade. 


6-—GENERAL UNWORRIED SERVICE: Avoid 
chattering, nagging or questioning; anticipate 
wants of sickest patients, convalescents usually 
ask for what they want: keep the patients in iso- 
15’-4 room, in sevarate beds: keep patient in bed 
all the time (this means patient must not get up 
to go to the bathroom) ; two or three pillows ar- 
ranged step fashion, the lowest well under the 
shoulders, wi'l make breathing easier: keen the 
arms and shoulders well covered; ventilate fhe 
room freely; at the outset, headache and back- 
ache are frequent; cold cloths (moist, hut not 
dripping) to the head, changed frequently, give 
some relief; avoid anything that might cause 
the slightest chill. 


CARE OF MOUTH—A mouth wash every few hours and 
cold cream to the lips help to keep the mouth in a normal 
condition. 

If patient is extremely weak. swab the teeth carefully with 
moistened cotton applications three times daily. 


cOUGH—Patient should keep mouth covered when cough- 
ing. Paper napkins or three thicknesses of toilet paper, used 
only onee, are safer and better than rags or handkerchiefs. 
Keep'a small paper bag pinned to bedside, within easy reach 
of patient’s hand, to receive the used napkins. Change bag 
at least twice daily, or whenever it becomes half full. 

The invisible spray from the mouth and nese dnring 
eoughing and sneezing is as dangerous as visible ex)»ectoration. 
Convalescent patients can be masked; weak patients are an- 
noyed by them. 

FOOD—For the unhapny, feverish patients liqnid diet, 
hot or cold, as preferred—milk, lemonade, weak tea and coffee, 
broths. For the convalescent and patients not feverish, soft 
diet—gruels, cooked cereals, milk toast, jellies, soft boiled 
eggs, ete. 

Food may be kept warm in a thermos bottle. 

All patients should drink some water every hour when 
awake. 

PRECAUTIONS—Al) mouth washes, bath water, exeta, 
and uneaten liquid food should be thrown into the toilet by 
the attendant. 

All bags, napkins, scrans of uneaten food. mouth swab, 
&:; should be wrapped in clean newspaner before being car. 

ed to the kitchen to be destroved by burning, 

All linen—sheets, masks, towels, ete., should be snhmerged 
in a large kettle of cold water in the sickroom, or put in a 
pillow-slip or laundry bag. This ean be safely carried to the 
kitchen stove, and when contents have been boiled five minutes 
anyone may finish caring for the linen. When attendant can- 
not stop to wash her own hands, door knobs, faucets, ete., 
hould be protected by scraps of newspaper, which may be de- 

royed after each using. 

ATTENDANTS MUST BE CONSTANTLY MASKED— 
must wear big allover aprons in sickroom, changing it to a dif- 
ferent one always before entering any other part of the house. 
Attendant must have facilities for washing her own hands, 
soap, nail-brush and paper towels, in clean place, and never 
touch the patient or patient’s utensils without afterward 
cleansing her own hands thoroughly. Running water is better 
and safer than a basin of weak disinfectant kept for the hands 
alone. 

Everything used for the patient should be kept separate 
from the supplies for the rest of the household. This means 
dishes, bed linen, bath wraps, towels, face cloths, rocking 
chair, ete. 

Families can help visiting nurses and aids by having hot 
water, towels and newspapers ready when nurses are exnected.

It has con- 
sistently pursued a policy of driving 
settlement first into the back blocks, 
in order to derive unearned (and un- 
deserved) increment to the maximum 
on its nearer lands, 

Dog in the Manger, 

2. When the G. T. P. and C. N 
railways, both ef them lines unsub- 
by land grants, built through 
a bunch of their holdings, betwe 
Saskatoen and Edmonton, roughly, 
they deliberately took all the'’r lands 
within about ten miles of these tracks 
off the market altogether, presum 
ably to deprive their rivals of traffic, 
and after a year or two, probably 
finding public pressure and opinion be 
coming dangeroulsly strong against 
them, they put them back on the mar 
ket at egregious'y advanced prices 

Unedifying But Human, 

S0 much for their assistance in de- 
veloping the territory of their donors 
in return for the princely gifts they

Although nominally  Alsace-

may be taken for granted that 
any possible peace terms will in- 
clude their cession to France. 


It Knew Better 

Hardly had the armistice been 
signed when Berlin appealed to 
the Allies for food. That puts the 
finish to the supposition that Ger- 
many does not understand the 
difference between Kultur and civ- 
ilization. Germany left Belgium 
to starve when its armies had 
overrun that country. But Ger- 
many does not expect that the Al- 
lies will treat it in like manner. It 
knows better. The pretense that 
Germany only did to others what 
it thought its enemies would do to 
it was only pretense. It employed 
the methods of savagery against 
nations incapable of doing so, and 
did it with full knowledge of the 
facts. 


Victory Bonds, 

The conclusion of the armistice 
makes Victory Bonds a better in 
vestment than they were before. 
It enhances the security and min- 
imizes the risk—if there was 
thought to be any risk—by bring- 
}ing the end of the war within sight 
and removing the possibility of in- 
definitely continued war expen" 
diture and increase of debt. And 
with the return of peace, interest 
rates are likely te zo downward, 
the value of a five and a half per 
cent. bond being thereby inereas 
ed.
